And although the new head- 
quarters is impressive in size and 
layout—particularly when compar- 
ed with the old headquarters sta- 


tion at 1077 Merrill street—it’s ~ 
every part is designed for econom- ..

room for district administrative 
operations which, in former years, 
were hampered by a lack of space. 
For the first time, for ins- 
tance, the district’s fire preven- 
tion bureau has an office all its 
own. This means the agency 
concerned with letting people 
know how, to: prevent fires — 
through the distribution of lit- 
erature, the conducting of inter- 
views, and the. giving of needed 
advice, now has. adequate space. 
For the first time,.also, the dis- 
trict has a conference room. 
previous years, fire commissoners 
had to meet in the chief’s office; 
administrative . conferences, too, 
were held in the same room. This 
meant considerable shuffling of 
furniture and a recurrent shortage 
of chairs at the old 1077 Merrill

At present, the station is occu- ; 


pied by an engine company and a 
ladder truck company. This is the 
same number of vehicles which 


used to be assigned to the old ; 


headquarters station.

But the ladder truck previously | 


had to be stationed west of the 
Southern Pacific .railroad—which 
could have meant a costly delay 
in getting it to a fire in the high- 


value commercial and administra- ; 


tive areas east of the tracks—and 
administrative vehicles of the dis- 
trict had to be parked outdoors. 

This meant more rapid deterior- 
ation of some equipment which is 
now under cover for the first time. 

In the new station, also, the 
station captain has an office for 
the first time in many years. In 
the old station, the “captain’s 
office” was a desk in the build- 
ing’s lavatory. 

Meanwhile, the district’s rigor- 
ous training program can be car- 
ried on with more convenience 
than before, because the district 
now has an adequate training yard 
in addition to the drill tower 
which tops the station. 

The drill tower, too, has a fire 
escape on the outside. Chief) 
George Carter points out that dis- 
trict personnel have, in previous 
years, had to “borrow” this type 
of equipment, when training men 
on the proper techniques of carry- | 
ing people down them, etc. 
GET ACQUAINTED 

The public at large will become | 
more thoroughly acquainted with 
the tower in ensuing years, for 
the annual Fire Prevention Week 
drill tower shows will be resumed 
at the new building. 

Meanwhile, the population of 
the fire district continues to ex- 
pand.

Menlo Park (Cal.) ces 
2 Thurs., June 2, 


Polio Shot Program 
Still in Air, 
Says County Savant 


Hope that Salk polio vaccine 
shots would be rescheduled in the 
near future went unconfirmed by 
county health and welfare depart- 
ment officials this week, as they 
counselled area residents to “watch 
the newspaper headlines and TV” 
for news on when and if the pro 
gram would be resumed. 

At the same time, health and 
welfare department Director H. D. 
Chope added that the supply o! 
Gamma globulin, sometimes used 
to treat poliomyelitis cases, is al- 
most exhausted as far as supplies 
available to the county are con- 
cerned; none is available for use 
on new cases. 

One bright spot appeared in 
the picture: No new cases of the 
paralyzing disease were found 
during April; one case, reported 
from Burlingame during March, 
the most recent up to May 1. 

“We are so confused about the 
snafu in the polio shots program 
that the less we say, we feel, the 
better,” Dr. Chope observed. 
“Please watch the newspaper 
headlines, the television and listen 
to the radio.” 

Turning to the shortage of Gam- 
ma globulin, Chope said that the 
few remaining vials available in 
the county wil be reserved for use 
in, modification of measles and in 
infectious hepatitis. 

Physicians may obtain any quan- 
tity desired, on a private basis 
through regular commercial chan- 
nels, however, he added.

BROW UNFURROWED 


Indications this week give us reason to hope that the long 
and devious road toward release of the Stanford Village prop- 
erty from federal control is near an end. And with this hope 
comes the relaxing of civic brows long furrowed in fear that this 


community might lose Stanford Research Institute. 

The institute recently gave a preliminary signal of its inten- 
tion to stay in Menlo Park when it officially “moved” its mail 
address from Stanford to this city. With Stanford now about to 
acquire title to the Village from the government, we can relax 
with assurance the institute will be able to acquire the 35 acres 
of land it wants for its permanent headquarters. 

Admittedly a complicated transaction, the slow unwinding 
of the red tape that tied Uncle Sam to his former Dibble hos- 
pital area has, at times, made us scream with anguish and frus- 
tration. Intentions of all parties have, for a long time, been per- 
fectly clear, Stanford Research wanted to stay here. Stanford 
wanted to acquire the property for temporary student housing 
and let the institute have what it needed. The government 
wanted to let it go. And Menlo Park wanted the land back on 
the tax roll. 

But looking over the shoulders of us all was the inescapable 
fact that the institute was growing too fast to stay in its tempo- 
rary quarters much longer. Despite the best of intentions, SRI 
might have been forced to leave us for a location where land 
was immediately available. 

Stanford Research Institute, as a permanent Menlo Park 
resident, bestows four great benefits on our community. First, 
it shines up our prestige and spreads our fame all over the world. 
Second, its multi-million-dollar installation will add a tremen- 
dous chunk to our tax rolls, thus giving to every taxpayer a help- 
ing hand. Third, its payroll ~now encompassing more than 
1,000 staff members — is a boost to the economy and_ prosperity 
of the entire area. Fourth, the type of brains attracted by such a 
top-ranking scientific organization is a stimulus for the com- 
munity and an adventure in acquaintance for each individual. 

Yes, it is with considerable relief that we now relax the fur- 
rowed brow and dare to call Stanford Research Institute “ours,”

cial word that included in the transfer will be the area Menlo 
Park hoped to obtain free of charge for a library site. 

It would have been nice to get a good library site for nothing, 
but we'll bear up under the blow, for the city is getting something 
much better in having the entire Village area returned to private 
ownership. 

Throughout the long process of getting the area released 
from federal ownership, there has been the hovering fear that 
the gears would slip and some government agency would grab 
this choice bit of tax-free property for its own for ever. 

The near miss we had with the proposal to plunk an army 
training center in the midst of it and the “hold” that the U.S. 
Geological Survey has put.on a few acres are examples of what 
we are afraid of. 

If Stanford gets the whole thing in one package and then, 
under the gentleman’s agreement long ago arrived at, sells to the 
city at its cost what it no longer needs as it curtails its student 
housing program, we probably can have our library site eventu- 
ally even though it may cost us something. 

The tax funds lost to the 
city during the period of government ownership have amounted 
to far more than the cost of the property. To get the land back 


We should be glad to pay for it. 


on the tax rolls is worth to each of us many times the amount we 
may have to pay for the site.

Of Tract by Irishmen Oliver & McGlynn 


A Problem in History 

Histories of Menlo Park usual- 
ly start with the story of D. J. Oli- 
ver and D. C. McGlynn and the pic- 
turesque gate which they erected 
at the entrance to their adjoining 
farms, bearing aloft the name, 
MENLO PARK. ’Tis said they 
came in Gold Rush times from 
Merlo (or Menlough), County Gal- 
way, Ueland, and thus gave to the 
present thriving city of Menlo 
Park its mame. 

But historians are prone to be 
fussy about positive evidence and 
exact dates. Some specimens of 
the breed have been known to get 
this way even after they had gone 
into print with statements that 
seemed at the time to be dependa- 
ble truth but later turned out to 
be open to question. 

One place to find exact data 
about pioneers is in the public 
property records, but in this ins- 
tance these records are worse than 
no help at all. Careful search fails 
to produce any recorded purchase 
or sale by either Oliver or Mc- 
Glynn. Indeed the chain of owner- 
ship through which titles are now 
cleared to property in the tract 
they are supposed to have owned 
seems to lead back to the Arguel- 
los (grantees of Rancho de las 
Pulgas) with no mention of their 
names. 

At this point the fact-hunting 
historian becomes suspicious. 
“Aha!” says he, “What have we 
here, a modern myth to ex- 
plode?” 

But on second thought, the puz- 
zle is not so easily solved, The 
gate itself is certainly no myth. 
Various photographs of it are in 
existence and many people now 
living remember it. We are told it 
stood on the west side of El Cami- 
no Real some 500 feet south of the 
corner of Santa Cruz avenue, and, 
says, the daily Palo Alto Times of 
July 7, 1922, it ‘was struck early 
this morning by two automobiles,

Description of Menlo Park 
taken from “Over the Range to 
the Golden Gate, a Complete 
Tourist’s Guide,” published in 
Chicago, 1890: 


Menlo Park is noted as the 
residence of a large number of 
San Francisco’s most wealthy 
business men and gentlemen of 
leisure. It is a bower of beauty 
in the heart of umbrageous 
groves, made still more lovely 
and attractive by flowers of ev- 
ery hue and a generous abund- 
ance of ornamental shrubs and 
trailing vines. It goes without 
saying that all that the genius 
of the architect can devise has 
been done to make the country 
residences equal in beauty with 


their surroundings. (Popula 
tion, 400. Distance from San 
Francisco, 32 miles. Elevation, 


64 feet.) 


which careened down the highway 
and crashed into the old arch, 
which. stood in picturesque silhou- 
ette against the night sky.” There 
was talk of restoring it but the 
lumber was found to be badly de- 
teriorated. 

And the men who erected it, 
whose names appeared respec- 
tively on the twe side arches, 
must have been real, flesh-and- 
blood persons, for their descend- 
ants are with us today. Among 
them is no less a person than 
Joseph O. Tobin, president of 
San Francisco’s Hibernia Bank, 
who claims D. J. Oliver as his 
grandfather. 

Furthermore, in the county as- 
sessment records for the year 1856 
(the year of San Mateo county’s 
origin) Oliver and McGlynn ap- 
pear as owners of real estate. Oli- 
ver is charged with 150 acres of 
. worth $1500, and McGlynn 


with 160 acres worth $1600. Both 
also had improvements and_ per- 
sonal property. 

Probably the Oliver and Mc- 
Glynn purchase deed, which doubt- 
less was recorded in San Francis- 
co since up to 1856 this area was 
in San Francisco county, through 
some oversight was never transfer- 

red to the records of the new coun: 

ty of San Mateo, and was after- 
ward destroyed in the great fire 
of 1906. All uncertainties in land 
titles caused by this disaster were 
later covered by an act of the state 
legislature.

Area’s Oldest 
Building May 
Face Destruction 


How can one preserve old things 
without himself becoming an an- 
tique; how can we keep up to date 
without destroying the interesting 
relics of the past? 

One aspect of this never-ending 
question has come up in the Men- 


.Jlo Park area. It concerns the old- | 


est building in that area, perhaps 
the oldest in the county. 
wood-and-mud . structure, stands 
on Colby avenue in the Menlo 
Oaks tract near Ringwood avenue. 
It was built, not of adobe bricks, 
but by first putting up a wooden 
frame with slats nailed inside and 
out, then filling the space he- 
tween with adobe mud. The wood 
is sawed redwood ,apparently cut 
in conventional American sizes 
and nailed originally with wrought 
iron, square-headed nails. 

Moses Kavanaugh, who lived 
in that community from 1865 
until his recent death, said this 
house was there since he could 
remember, and that Dennis 
Martin told. him personally it 
was there in 1846. 


It was inhabited then, said 
Martin, by a native family who had 
cattle near by in a brush corral. 
No one seems to have found a re- 
cord of why, when, or for whom 
this house was built, but the na- 
tural supposition is that it was one 
of the ranch houses on Pulgas pro- 
perty ‘for the vaqueros of the Ar- 
guellos. Judging by the nature of 
the construction it had probably 
been recently built when Dennis 
Martin saw it, and very likely the 
lumber came from John Copping- 
er’s saw pits at Woodside. 

If the walls of this building 
could talk, they would have a col- 
orful story to tell. Since the cattle- 
herding times it has been used 
as a warehouse, a bootleg saloon, 
a hospital, and, small though it is, 
a very pleasant dwelling. It was 
also at one time the hiding place 
for a huge quantity of gold. 

I. C. Woods, who was probab- 
ly the first American to use the 
building, and who had _ his 
“Woodside Dairy” close by, was 
also a leading owner of Adams 
& Company’s bank in San Fran- 
cisco. In 1855 the bank failed 
and Woods faced financial ruin. 
He saw in advance, it seems, 
that the failure was inevitable, 
and decided to try to save some 
of the bank’s resources for him- 
self. He took gold for this pur- 
pose from the bank and hid it 
in the old adobe. 

Maurice Dooley, owner and dri- 
ver of stagecoaches, was a deposit- 
or in the bank and when it closed 
its doors he somehow learned that 
Woods had hidden a portion of 
the bank’s money. He came down 
the Peninsula, surprised Woods, 
and ordered him at the point of a 
gun to turn over the exact amount 
of Dooley’s deposits, namely, $80,- 
000—no more, no less. 

Woods counted out the gold and 
handed it over. How much he had 
left is not related, but he some- 
how succeeded in getting away to 
Australia. The Kavanaugh family 
has the gun that got the eighty 


gate were real beyond any 
doubt. But the question when 
their gate was erected is not so 
easy to answer; and it is a ques- 
tion of more than casual inter- 
est, for the date, if established 
with certainty, could be taken 
as the starting point of Menlo 
Park’s history. 

Various dates ranging from 1851 
to 1854 have got into print, each of 
them doubtless based on some con- 
vincing bit of evidence. But up to 
now positive proof of the correct- 
ness of any one of them seems to 
be lacking. We can only say that 
the latest date (1854) seems the 
most likely because up to 1853 the 
title to the Pulgas land grant was 
very much in doubt, for it lacked 
approval by any authority under 
American law. Men do not know- 
We buy land with uncertain ti- 
tle. 

To be sure, there were many 
squatters living on Pulgas land 
before this time, gambling on the 
hope that the Spanish-Mexican ti- 
tle would not be approved. The 
entire grant would in that event 
become U. S. Government land 
and subject under American law 
to ‘squatters’ rights.” 
~ But it hardly seems probable 

that Oliver and McGlynn, so new 
to this country and supposedly 
unfamiliar with American squat- 
ter history, would build their 
substantial homes and_ erect 
their elaborate gate before title 
to their land could be reasona- 
bly secure. 

On the other hand, it is not at 
all impossible that the exact op 
posite to this is what actually oc 
curred. Oliver and McGlynn them- 
selves may mave been squatters 
in the technical sense, who failed 
to come to terms with the grant 
owners, and someone else, after 
their improvements were made, 
may have bought the land from 
under them. If this did happen it 
was by no means an isolated case 
in those confused times. Indeed 
such things were a very common 
occurrence.

The watering that should be 
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' Cultivating, Watering and Weeding Chores Mean a Lot to Garden 


done before cultivation needs to 
be of the deep, soaking variety. 
The easiest way to do this is 
with a soil soaker type of hose, or 
running the hose for a long time 
in the basins you should now build 
around trees and shrubs. 


When my shrubs are fdirly close 
I mound soil around them in a cir- 
cle two feet out from the outer 
branches, and then leave an open- 
ing that flows into the next circle. 
so I have a regular irrigation sys- 
tem. Watering needs to be done 
in the morning before the wind 
springs up and so the plants can 
dry off a bit before the cool even- 
ings. 


While irrigation water should 
be applied to the roots, two or 
three times during the summer, 
all plants should be hosed off 
with a strong spray to remove 
dust. from the leaf pores and 
knock off newly forming bugs. 
Each year weeding should be- 
come less of a problem. Gradually 
the dormant seeds all germinate 
and if the weeds are chopped down 
before new seeds form, the ground 
should remain fairly clean. 
Chemicals offer the greatest 
help to the gardener with a,new 
field, and there are even chemi- 
eals that kill seeds as well as 
weeds in the top three inches of 
soil, and then disintegrates into 
beneficial nitrogen after three 
weeks.

Such a chemical applied three 
weeks before seeding a lawn or 
planting a ground cover will hold 
down the weeds until the desired 
plants are established. 


Weeds in orchard areas can be 
{killed with chemicals or be mow 
ed down. In either case, the dying 
roots remain like a web to hold the 
soil from blowing away through 
the dry summer.

CAKE AND FEEDING 

feeding is a summer job for 
vegetables that are just beginning 
to produce or flowers forming 
buds. Much earlier feedings sim- 
| ply produce more leaves and fewer 
blossoms. I prefer to tend to feed- 
ing at planting time, putting the 
| manure or chemical fertilizer deep 
| in the hole to be reached by the 
roots when the plant is large en- 
ough to produce. 


Since bugs in this area enjoy 
the finest fruits and vegetables, 
and get healthy and big on our 
perfect climate, there is no way 
to control them except to face 
up to a summer spray program. 


Malathion has been wonderful 
for me in catching aphis, white 
flies and mites. I use rotenone in 
the vegetable garden, poison pel- 
lets for snails, oil for scale, and 
methoxychlor as a residual spray 
for tlies. You may think it a lot of 
bother, but there is a lot of sense 
in the saying “it doesn’t cost to 
spray—it pays.”

If you are planting begonias, 
make certain that the leaves point 
towards you, as this is the direc- 
tion the flower will turn. Seedling 
begonias are an excellent buy, and 
solve the problem of gophers eat- 
ing the tuber. Begonias really ap- 
preciate a feeding of fish emul- 
sion just when the buds are form- 


ing.
